rabid dogs or other animals. Dogs' heads suspected of being mad should be sent to the 
laboratory, by express prepaid, and the result of the examination will be telephoned 
or telegraphed. 

VERMONT. 

Foodstuffs — Protection by Screens or Coverings Required. (Reg. Bd. of H., July 

29, 1314.) 

Every person, firm, or corporation engaged in the sale, storage, or transportation of 
fruit and vegetables which may be eaten uncooked, meats, bakery products, or other 
foodstuffs used for human consumption shall cause his wares or those under his charge 
to be properly protected against contamination by insects, dust, dirt, or other un- 
wholesome material by the use of screens or other suitable coverings.
